Citrus Property Valuation Vital 
Factor In City’s Total Worth 


An analysis of the Upland rolls gives for the first time 
in recent years a semi-official basis for noting that the citrus 
industry contributes about one-third of the property tax dollar. 

While this percentage is below the estimates in previous 
years, the fact remains, the citrus growers give to the com- 
munity its biggest group valuation. Valuation of residences 
is playing a more important role than previously due to the 
steady house-constructing program. Business property and 
public utility valuations makes up the total. 

The Upland News recently engaged E. E. Perdew, deputy 
county assessor here, to analyze the tax rolls and his report 
gives the figure of $3,296,130 as the valuation of all citrus 
land, trees, improvements and equipment used in citrus cul- 
ture. This is a trifle under one-third of the city’s assessed 
valuation of $9,927,270. 

The apparent future here is further development of a 
“bedroom community.” In other words, more and more 
people will choose Upland as a place for their residences 
even though they may earn their money elsewhere. This 
future should be a happy one for all concerned. 

The citrus industry's percentage of valuation in ratio to 
the total valuation may decline as the new homes are built. 
This situation, however, should in no way detract from the 
vital role the citrus growers play in the life of the community. 

They form a very, very important part of Upland and 
their assessed valuation will always be an important factor 
in the city’s total. 


Getting Registered to Vote Is 
First Hurdle In New Spirit At Polls 


Voters’ apathy in recent elections has become almost 
shocking for a self-governing people. The trend is down- 
ward. In 1940 nearly two-thirds of the electors voted. In 
1948 only half of them went to the polls. 

The first hurdle to overcome is the registration require- 
ment. This statement is directed to vitally-interested Up- 
landers who are urged to check with their neighbors, friends 
and relatives to see that they are qualified. 

September 11 is the deadline for registration. 

' The next effort should be development of interest in get- 
ting out the vote. In 1948 three million fewer people voted 
than in 1940. If this trend continues it will not be long until 
only a third of the electors are at the polls. 

How about people getting busy at the neighborhood level 


to rebuild a new civic consciousness. Upland should lead in 
this effort.
